It belongs to Pio Bcrme- 
jillo & Go,, bankers of the City of

ico, who have consigned it to Qbtnez, 
Sionda & Co., of 9 Old Slip, to bo, ex- 
hibited among the products at the 
Cen- 


tennial. It was exhibited at the Mexi- 
can exhibition in Mexico lost year.—- 
The silver forming this immense block 
U said to have been dug from the Real 
Potosi, one of the oldest mines in Mex- 
ico. 
The treasure lies in a hexagooioal 


box in the hold ot the steamship City 
of Havana. The purser of tho Huva- 
na Is&ys that tho silver block, in its 
box, lay a day, and a night unguarded

Prom tho Fifth Annual Report of 


the Illinois Railroad Commission1 for 
the year closing June 1,1875, which 
has recently boec issued, wo learn that 
during tho year 331 miles of new road 
have boon opened, making the total 
length of the State roads 7,109 miles, 
of which 5,081 are main lines. 
Steel 


rails are in use on 1,315 miles of track, 
and from the report they appear to give 
unbounded satisfaction. 
During the 


year tho receipts for freight transporta- 
tion wore $71,576,580, anJ for passan- 
ger fares, $20,992,493. 
The total 


earnings, including receipts from every 
source, wore 8105,945,783, which was 
on excess of $9,128,921 over the earn- 
ings of tho preceding year. While 
earnings have increase'), tho statistics 
show that the cost of operating! the 
roads has declined from 85,804 7j per 
mile in 1874 to $4,349,24 in 1875.— 
Tho aggregate net earnings of tho roads 
collectively woro 835,131,814, and tho 
total amount of money paid in dividends 
was 811,108,325. Nearly sixty thou- 
sand persona are employed in one ca- 
pacity or anothur by the Illinois roads, 
and the now investments in equipments 
amount to $743,407. From twenty to 
sixty per cent, fewer of passengers, 
employes and outsiders were killed in 
1875 than in 1874, and proportionately 
fewer injtucd.
